IMMENSE  NUMBER 

OF  MEN  ENGAGED 


Enemy  Reported  to  Have  Suf- 
fered Severely  and  Asked 
for  Armistice— Heavy  Fight- 
ing at  French  Centre. 


PARIS.  Sept.  9.— The  battle  which  la 
proceeding  t<»  the  east  of  Paris  appear* 
to  be  the  moat  Important  and  moat 
atubbornly  fought  combat  of  the  cam- 
paign. The  military  authorltlea  de- 
« llii>-  to  give  an  Indication  of  the 
•number  of  men  engaged,  but  hundreds 
of  thousands  are  participating  on  both 
s**jeg, 

According  to  thoae  in  a  position  to 
obtain  information  the  casualties  have 
been  so  great  that  the  Germans  have 
requested  an  armistice  of  twenty-four 
hours.  The  armistice  wu  refused  with 
the  response:  "We  grant  you  that  time 
to  gel  out  of  France." 

An  official  communication  Issued  by 
the  War  Office  ahows  that  the  German 
loft  wing,  while  retreating  before  the 
a  1 1L-*.  offered  the  sternest  resistance, 
delivering  several  fierce  but  unsuccess- 
ful counter  attacks. 

The  fighting  today  extended  along 
both  the  Ourcq  and  Marne  Rivers  In 
the  latter  region  the  British  force*  have 
engaged  In  a  strong  offensive  move- 
ment in. undulating  country.  The  prog- 
ress of  the  allies  has  been  exceedingly 
difficult. 

In  the  centre  of  the  allied  line  sev- 
eral further  encounters  have  occurred, 
the  two  opposing  forces  ending  the 
clay  wfth  varying  fortunes,  which,  how- 
ever, are  regarded  as  more  favorable 
to  the, allies  than  to  their  adversaries. 

LONDON*.  Sept.  8.— The  British  of- 
ficial press  bureau  Issued  the  follow- 
ing announcement  tonight: 

"The  general  position  continues  sat- 
isfactory. The  allies  are  gaining 
ground  on  their  left  all  along  the  line 
of  the  Ourcq  and  Petit  Morln  Rivers.

PARIS,  8ept.  •. — The  following  offi- 
cial communication  bearing  on  ths 
fighting  now  in  progreaa  to  the  east  of 
ths  capital  was  made  public  today: 

•The  French  left  wing  army,  com- 
prising certain  parts  of  the  forces  now 
defending  Paris,  continues  to  make 
progress  against  the  enemy. 

The  French  advance  reaches  from 
the  hanks  of  the  river  Ourcq  Into  the 
Montmlrall  region  (Montmlrall  Is  about 
forty-eight   miles  east   of  Paris). 

"The  enemy  is  retiring  In  the  direc- 
tion of  ths  river  Marne,  between  Meaux 
(twenty  miles  east  of  Paris)  and  Se- 
zanne (forty-two  miles  east  from 
Meaux). 

"The  French  and  English  armlea  have 
taken  numerous  prisoners.  Including  a 
battalion  of  Infantry  and  a  company 
serving  a  detachment  of  rapid-fire  guns. 
They  also  captured  many  gun  carriages 

"There  have  been  violent  encounters 
with  the  enemy  on  the  centre  between 
Pere-Champenotae  (twelve  miles  east  of 
Sezanne)  and  Vltry-ls-  Francois  (tha 
southern  point  of  the  forest  of  Ar- 
gon ne.  Vltry-le-Francole  Is  twenty- 
seven  miles  east  of  Fere-Champenoise).

VANCOUVER.  R.  C.  Sept  8.— The 
necessity  of  assisting  In  the  provision 
of  reserve  volunteers  on  this  Coast  for 
the  British  fleet  and  adequately  defend- 
ing the  port  of  Vancouver,  was  endorsed 
by  the  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  this 
evening. 

The  question  was  Introduced  by  Mr. 
H.  Bell-Irving,  who  moved  a  resolution 
that  the  board  express  Its  warm  appre- 
ciation of  the  action  of  the  authorities 
In  placing  guns  In  Stanley  Park  and  st 
Point  Orey.  that  -the  batteries  be  com- 
pleted and  manned  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment,  thst  the  present  force 
of  Royal  Canadian  Naval  Volunteer  Re- 
serves be  aubatantlally  Increased,  and 
that  an  adequate  proportion  of  such 
force  be  stationed  In  Vancouver,  where 
they  may  be  trained  aa  expeditiously  as 
Possible  to  enable  them  to  take  their 
places  on  Ills  Msjesty's  ships  when  re- 
quired. 

In  speaking  to  the  motion,  Mr.  Bell- 
Irvlng  said  the  defences  on  this  Coast 
were  entirely  Inadequate,  and  every- 
body acknowledged  It  during  the  pres- 
ent trouble  Thla  was  the  most  strat- 
egic point  on  the  who'.e  Pacific,  and 
cur  wharves  might  easily  be  destroyed 
by  a  hostile  cruiser.  We  should  have 
an  adequate  permanent  defence. 

Mr.  Alfred  Shaw  said  ths  port  must 
be  fortified  agalust  setxure.  and  ons 
step  was  to  train  seamen.  He  said  that 
everyone  was  proud  of  the  Motherland, 
who  was  chastising  a  covetous  and  In- 
scient  power. 

Captain  Pybus  spoke  on  the  necessity 
of  training  seamen,  and  said  ths  work 
could  be  carried  on  In  an  empty  shed 
for  a  time.

Chancellor  Lloyd  George  Points 
to  Importance  of  Husband- 
ing Resources — Must  Come 
Out  Triumphant. 


Garrison  Unable  to  Withstand 
Fire  of  Powerful  German 
Siege  Guns— Remnant  of 
Force  Reaches  Ostend. 


LONDON.  Sept.  8.— "We  want  every 
oent  we  can  ralae  to  help  fight  the 
enemy."  aatd  Mr.  David  Lloyd  George. 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  replying 
today  to  a  deputation  from  the  muni- 
cipalities which  wanted  the  aid  of  the 
treasury  In  securing  loans  at  cheap 
ratsa 

"We  must  come  out  triumphant  in 
this  struggle."  continued  the  Chancellor, 
"and  as  flnsnce  Is  going  to  play  a  very 
Important  part  In  it  we  must  husband 
our  resource.  We  don't  want  a  penny 
spent  which  Is  not  absolutely  essential 
to  relieve  distress.  In  my  Judgment  the 
last  few  hundred  millions  may  win  this 
war. 

"The  first  hundred  millions  our 
enemies  can  stand  as  well  aa  we  can, 
but  the  last  they  cannot,  thank  God.  and 
therefore  I  think  cash  la  going  to  count 
for  much  more  than  we  Imagine.  At  the 
present  moment  we  are  only  at  ths  be- 
ginning: we  are  fighting  a  very  tough 
enemy,  who  is  well  prepared  for  the 
fight  and  will  probably  fight  to  the  very 
end  before  he  will  accept  the  only  con- 
ditions upon  which  we  can  possibly  make 
pesce. 

If  we  are  wise,  that  Is  where  our 
reaources  will  come  in.  not  merely  In 
men  but  in  cash.  We  have  won  a  silver 
wsr  before.  We  financed  Europe  In  the 
greatest  war  ever  fought  an*'  that  Is 
what  won.'  Or  course  British  tenacity 
and  Brltlah  courage  always  comes  In.

ROOM  ONWARD 


Further  Successes  Against 
Austrian  Armies  Are  Re- 
ported— Latter  Stated  to 
Be  in  Dangerous  Position. 


DUAL  MONARCHY 

HAS  MANY  TROUBLES 


Rumored  Dissensions  Between 
Austria  and  Hungary— Ser- 
via  and  Montenegro  Invad- 
ing Annexed  Provinces. 


OSTEND,  Belgium.  Sept.  8,— The  rem- 
nant of  th*.  Namur  garrison  haa  ar- 
rived here,  bringing  a  story 'which  ex- 
plains to  some  extent  why  a  strong- 
hold believed  so  nearly  Impregnable, 
fell 

Of  26  000  men  In  the  forts  In  the 
environs  of  Namur.'  12.000  have  re- 
turned to  Belglsn  soli,  making  the  Bel- 
gian loss  at  Namur  In  killed,  wounded 
and   missing  11,000. 

It  seems  thst  under  cover  of  tha 
fog  the  Germans  Anally  got  their  new 
alage  guna  Into  positions  from  which 
they  could  concentrate  tbeir  fire  on  a 
single  point  of  the  Namur  defences. 
The  guns  were  at  a  minimum  distance 
of  three  miles  from  tha  Belgian 
trenches,  and  consequently  outranged 
the  Belgians. 

"Without  troubling  sbout  the  forts." 
said  one  of  (be  survivors,  "the  Ger- 
mans  first  centred  thslr  rain  of  steel 
upon  our  entrenchments.  -.For  ten 
hours  our  brave  young  fellows  stood 
ths  terrible  ordeal,  unable  to  Ore  a  shot 
In  return.  Lying  flat  on  our  stomachs, 
all  we  could  do  was  to  wait  until  the 
firing  came  to  an  end.  Whole  regi- 
ments were  decimated.  The  loss  among 
our  onVers  waa  terrible. 

"Meanwhile  the  German  guna  had 
bean  turned  on  the  forts,  especially 
Malseret  snd  Marehlovelette.  The  men 
In  them,  armed  with  guna  of  much 
smaller  calibre  than  tho  Germans,  could 
offer  but  feeble  resistance, 

•  Malseret.  In  fact,  fired  only  about 
ten  shots  while  receiving  no  less  than 
1,800  shells  at  the  rate  of  twenty  a 
minute. 

'At  Marehlovelette  seventy-five  men 
perished  st  tbe  batteries  and  both  forts 
surrendered.'* 


To  Save  Historic  Buildings. 

WASHINGTON.  Sept.  8  -  President 
Wilson  took  under  consideration  todsy 
a  suggestion  from  Ambassador  Herrlck 
at  Paris  that  tha  United  Ptatcs  ap- 
proach the  powers  In  an  effort  to  have 
their  armies  rsgard  historic  buildings, 
monuments  snd  warts  of  art  a-  inter- 
national propnrty. 


CAPTURING  RESERVISTS 

British  Cruiser  Takes  Spanish  Steamer 
to  MaUfas  With  Germane  and 
austrlans  Aboard 


HALIFAX.  Sept  8.— The  British 
cruiser  Glory  arrived  here  with  the 
Spanish  steamer  Montserrat.  having  on 
board  110  German  and  Austrian  reser- 
vists 

The  Glory,  which  has  been  engaged 
in  patrol  duty  off  the  coast  of  the 
United  States  for.som*  weeks  past.  Is 
supposed  to  have  picked  up  the  Mont- 
serrat soon  after  she  left  New  York 
harbor.  Under  the  right  or  sesrch.  It 
Is  claimed  by  the  authorities  that  ths 
commander  of  the  Glory  had  power  to 
bring  the  vessel  to  this  port  snd  de- 
tain her  until  the  nationality  of  the 
men  suspected  of  being  reservists  can 
ba  determined. 

The  Montserrat  Is  equipped  with 
wireless  and  Is  In  regular  tratia- 
atlantlc  service. 

The  Glory  and  her  captive,  the  Mont- 
serrst.  are  at  anchor  In  the  harbor  to- 
night. A  board  of  examiners  have 
begun  an  Investigation  of   the  case. 


ROME.  vlaw-J.'jrria.  Sept.  8. — A  dls 
patch  received  here  from  Trieste,  tho 
Austrian  seaport  on  the  Adriatic  coast, 
says  that  mourning  there  Is  general, 
aa  the  87th  and  27th  Austrian  Infantry 
regiments,  which  lost  4.80*  men  In 
Oallcla,  were  composed  of  Italians  from 
the   Istrla  Peninsula. 


LONDON.  Sept  8— The  British  end 
French  force*  north  and  east  of  Parle 
have  had  further  succeasea  against  the 
German  Invaders,  according  to  the  of- 
ficial bulletin  laauad  today,  while  in 
Galicla  the  Russians  continue  with  con- 
siderable success  their  attempt  to  en- 
velop and  defeat  the  Austrian  army  of 
400,000  men  under  General  Aufenberg. 

For  tho  moment,  at  least.  Interest 
centres  in  the  campaign  in  France,  for 
It  is  felt  that  tha  battle  proceeding  thero 
is  the  first  real  crisis  of  the  war.  and 
will  have  a  vital  effect  on  the  outcome. 

The  allies,  according  to  the  French 
War  Office,  have  successfully  resisted 
suother  attempt  of  the  Germans  to 
penetrate  their  left  centre  between 
Fere-Champenolse  and  Vltry-le-Fran- 
cols.  where  the  roads  and  railways  ara 
more  suited  to  fhe  French  movements 
than  they  would  have  been  further 
north.  In  fact  It  Is  believed  that  Gen- 
eral Joffre  purposely  fell  back  from 
Chalons  so  that  he  could  choose  ground 
more  favorable  for  his  army  for  either 
defensive  or  offensive  operations.  In 
this  he  seems  to  have  been  Justified, 
for  not  only  waa  the  German  attack  re- 
pulsed, but  at  Vitry-le-Francois  tha 
Germane  actually  lost  ground. 

Hard  righting 
This  has  been  the  scene  of  the  hcAvl- 
cst  fighting  of  the  present  battle,  for 
on  the  German  right,  which  the  allies 
•>eem  to  have  got  around.  General  Kluck 
la  falling  back  before  the  forward 
movement  of  the  French  and  British 
forces  toward  the  Marne  between  Meaux 
end  Seaanne. 

There  must  have  been  some  fighting 
here,  however,  as  the  French  report 
that  some  prisoners  were  taken  from 
the  enemy. 

Thre  have  been  many  rumora  of  re- 
inforcementa  having  been  aent  to  this 
army  of  the  allies.  Some  of  the  rumors 
are  to  the  effect  that  Russian  troops 
actually  have  joined  it,  and  others  that 
the  Indian  troops  took  part  In  tha 
fighting.  These  rumora,  however,  re- 
main without  confirmation,  and  the 
more  thoughtful  observers  consider  that 
the  increased  strength  of  the  allies'  left 
wing  is  due  to  the  arrival  of  fresh 
troops  from  England  and  France  and 
to  the  fact  that  the  advanced  defensive 
at  my  of  Paris  Is  taking  part  In  ths 
operations. 

The  French  are  still  sticking  beTow 
thr.  Lorraine  frontier,  and  here,  accord- 
ing to  the  War  Office,  have  repulsed  an 
attack  made  by  the  Germans  on  tha 
line  between  Nancy  and  Chateau  Sallns. 
Ir.  'Alsace,  where  the  French  advanced 
so  quickly  at  the  beginning  of  the  war, 
there  haa  been  a  long  respite  from 
serious  fighting.  This  Is  due.  In  tha 
opinion  of  military  experts,  to  the  with- 
irnwal  of  the  Germans,  who  are  needed 
for  the  West,  and  probably  to  the  re- 
turn to  Austria  of  troops  sent  to  the) 
assistance  of  the  Germans  lsst  month. 


In  Gallcis.  General  Ruxaky,  who  won. 
audi  a  aigmal  victory  over  the  Aus- 
trlans at  Lemberg.  Is  continuing  hlav 
attempt  to  encircle  the  army  of  Gen- 
eral Aufenberg. 

Moving  southwestward  from  Lem- 
berg, he  has  worked  around.  If  he  has 
not  captured.  the  atronghold  of 
Prxemysl,  whence  he  can  get  In  tha 
rear  of  tha  Austrlans,  who  are  drawn 
up  on  a  line  approximately  from  Kielco 
to  Jsroslav.  and  are  being  threatened 
by  the  Russian  advance  southward  f-onat 
liadom  and  Zamoso. 

The  Austrlans  seem  lo  be  in  an  ex- 
tremely dangerous  position,  and  if  tbwf 
are  defeated  by  the  Ruaslann  it  will  ba- 
the aecond  Lemberg  for  them.

Under 
pressure  of  the  allies'  array  on  the  left, 
the  first  German  army  has  been  ob- 
liged to  retire  towards  ihe  northwest, 
both  on  the  front  .and  the  flank. 

"No  serious  engagement."  the  com- 
munication continues,  "has  occurred 
"before  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
German  armies,  but  before  the  fifth 
German  army,  which  Is  held  by  the 
French  right,  a  fierce  engagement  is  In 
progress.  On  Sunday  evening  the  gar- 
rison at  Verdun  made  a  sortie  and 
captured  a  number  of  supply  convoys 
deattned  Tor  the  fifth  German  army." 
Tavorabla  for  Allies 

PARIS.  Sept.  $.—  Accounts  of  wound- 
ed  soldiers  who  reached  Paris  this 
afternoon  indicate  that  the  result  of  the 
three  days'  fighting  in  the  Champagne 
country  has  been  more  favorable  for  the 
allle»  than  at  first  supposed. 

They  aay  the  German  losses  in  killed 
were  enormous,  and  that  a  great  num- 
ber of  prisoners  were  taken,  one  French 
officer  estimates  the  prisoners  at  30.- 
000. 

The  Champagne  district  Includes  parts 
of  the  department  of  Marne.  Ardennes. 
Auhe  and  Haute-.Marne. 

A  sergeant  or  Infantry  wounded  In 
the  engagement  near  Laferte-Gaucher 
says;  "I  heard  cannonading  from  Friday 
evening.  On  Saturday  night  1  received 
an  order  to  retire,  but  during  the  night 
advanced  again  and  took  a  position  on 
the  hillside.  Karly  on  Sunday  morning 
the  enemy  tried  to  turn  our  left.  We 
uet.  ordered  to  hold  them  until  the 
tioopx  around  Menux  had  pushed  back 
the  Germans  there. 

Oermans  Tired  Oat 

"At  noon  the  enemy  commenced  to 
retire  In  disorder  toward  the  east. 
They  rallied,  however,  to  the  north  of 
laiferte-Gaucher.  where  the  engagement 
lented  all  night  on  Monday  morning 
the  enemy  weakened  and  again  fled. 
We  pursued  them  for  miles,  keeping  up 
a  steady  fire,  which  worked  havoc  In 
the  German  ranks,  while  not  a  shot 
was  fired  on  their  shle. 

"We  succeeded  In  cutting  off  a  de- 
tachment and  captured  seven  cannon, 
two  machine  guns  and  many  prisoners, 
one  sergeant  of  Infantry  admitted  that 
his  men  had  scarcely  any  ammunition, 
and  had  been  ordered  to  aave  what  they 
hail   to  the  utmost  limit  possible." 

A  captain  of  Infantry  wounded  north 
of  Meaux  -.nd  that  the  Germana  seemed 
to  be  tired  out.  He  counte<|  $00  dead 
In  a  single  trench.  The  French  Infantry 
charged,  as  at  Charlerol.  against  ma- 
chine guna.  and  In  spite  of'  strong 
poeltlonK  broke  the  enemy's  lines.  The 
retreat  of  the  Germans  wan  precipitate. 
They  seemed  to  lack  ammunition. 

LONDON.  8ept  v-  British  hopes  in 
the  Anal  result  in  the  great  battle  now 
being  waged  along  a  front  of  some  tr»9 
jnllre.  from,  roughly  speaking.

A  dispatch  to  Reuter's  Telegraph 
Telegraph  Company  from  Ghent  saya 
that  on  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  German  commander  outside  of 
tJlient.  threatening  bombardment  If  the 
least  resistance  was  offered  to  the  Ger- 
mans, Burgomaster  Braun  proceeded 
alone  to  the  German  lines  and  negoti- 
ated terms.  It  was  agreed  that  the 
Germans  would  neither  enter  the  city 
nor  Impose  a  money  fine,  provided  the 
requirements  *  of  the  Germans  In  the 
matter  of  food  were  satisfied. 

One  of  the  conditions  of  the  agree- 
ment was  that  the  civic  guard  now  at 
Waereghetm  should  return  to  Ghent  and 
disarm. 

The  commercial  arbitration  has  un- 
dertaken to  furnish  the  German  ad- 
vance troops  with  provisions,  the  quan- 
tity and  details  of  which  will  be  fixed 
later. 

It  Is  confirmed  that  the  Germans  are 
endeavoring  to  occupy  the  Flemish 
provinces  with  the  object  of  securing 
fresh  food  supplies. 

Wear  Dutch  Frontier 

AMHTKKDAM.  Kept.  $.— The  Nieuws 
Vandendeg  says  that  the  Germans  are 
steadily  drawing  nearer  to  the  Dutci 
noniier.

Burning  of  Termonde 

LONDON,  Sept  8.— Describing  the 
t  urning  of  Termonde  by  the  Germans. 
The  Chronicles  Obent  correspondent 
says:  "By  midday  Sunday  the  blaze 
bad  assumed  gigantic  pi oportlons.  and 
by  Sunday  evening  not  a  house  stood. 
This  has  been  verified  at  Zele.  where 
lb-  ic  ar$  tti'-iisands  of  refugees  from 
I  •  riiion-i-'.  ,  The  Germans  also  pillaged 
Zele.  The  suburb  of  St.  Giles  also  suf- 
fered from  bombardment  and  fire." 

An  official  communication  Issued  at 
Antwerp,  according  to  a  dispatch  to  the 
Reuter  Telegram  Company,  says:  "Tho 
German  authorities  at  Liege  have  for- 
bidden the  Inhabitants  to  leave  their 
houses  foT  three  days  in  order  to  con- 
ceal. It  is  supposed,  the  fact  that  large 
numbers  of  troops  are  being  moved  to 
Germany. 

•The  railway  lines  are  now  guarded 
by  German  marines,  apparently  because 
the  German  reserves  are  becoming  ex- 
hausted."

•i  explained  the  silver-lead  mining 
situation  by  wire  to  Mr.  R.  F.  Green. 

August  to,  with  a  view  to  having 
the  l»om!nlon  Government  establish  a 
price  on  silver.  This,  If  accomplished, 
will  enable  a  basis  of  settlemen,  for 
silver-lead  customs  ore  to  be  arranged. 

"The  Idea  1  bad  in  mind  was  to  make 
employment  for  as  many  men  as  pos- 
sible, feeling  that  It  Is  the  duty  of 
every  person  who  is  an  employer  of  la- 
bor at  the  present  time  to  do  his  utmost 
toward  keeping  the  dtffenent  Industries 
operating  if  at  all  possible  Th.-  war 
has  closed  down  many  mines  through- 
out the  Province,  and  the  Slocan  dis- 
trict Is  practically  shut  down. 

"With  Ihe  able  assistance  of  Sir 
Richard  McBrlde.  whom  1  Interviewed 
at  Victoria  August  2S  and  2«,  consider- 
able headway  has  been  made.  The 
matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the 
authorities,  and  l  have  received  every 
encouragement  from  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment  that  something  will  be  worked 
out  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
mine  owners.

Traveling  in  Europe  When 
War  Broke  Out— Difficulty 
in  Reaching  England. 


Mlaa  KulJcrton  or  thin  city,  atsler  or 
the  late  Mr.  II.  M.  Fullerton.  haa  re- 
ceived a  vrry  interesting  letter  from 
her  slater.  Mrs.  Jarnra  K.  Hopkins,  who 
waa  touring  on  the  continent  of  Eu- 
rope with  her  husband  and  a  party  of 
friend*  at  the  time  of  the  declaration 
or  war. 

Mr.  and  Mr*.  Hopklna  have  now 
reached  London  safely  after  what 
they  describe  aa  a  strenuoua  trip,  and 
very  truly  ao,  Judging:  from  the  ex- 
periences related  In  the  letter  Leav- 
ing Knglund  on  the  J«th  of  July.  It 
waa  hut  two  daya  before  the  declara- 
tion of  war  between  Austria  and  Ber- 
vla  that  they  had  Malted  the  Peace 
Palace  at  The  Hague.  Their  Itinerary 
took  them  through  Liege,  which  waa 
destined  ao  aoon  after  their  vtalt  to 
become  the  scene  of  herolam  and  car- 
nage. Leaving  Bruaaela  on  July  31, 
they  arrived  In  German  territory  juat 
about  the  time  that  war  waa  declared, 
only  to  be  faced  with  the  necessity  of 
getting  out  again  within  twenty-four 
hours  They  succeeded  In  jcetting  away 
by  a  train  which  left  hundred*  on  tin 
platform.  After  enjoying  a  trip  on  the 
Rhine  by  the  laat  boat  which  took 
paaaengera,  they  came  aafely  to 
Swltserland,  and  thence  Into  Italy, 
several  cities  of  which  they  vieited.  in- 
tending to  leave  for  Knuland  by  boat. 

Finding  thla  Impoaaible.  the  party 
took  train  again,  and  managed,  though 
with  aome  considerable  dlacomfort,  to 
get  through  lnt6  France.  Hie  trains  be- 
Ing  crowded  with  thousands  of  F.ng- 
II*  h. .  Canadian  and  American  refugees 
flocking  Into  France,  while  thousands 
of  French  aoldlera  were  being  hurried 
by  rail  to  the  front. 

When  the  party  reached  Parts  on 
Auguat  22.  they  were  hungry.  .  weary 
and  thirsty,  and  It  wus  by  no  means  a 
gay  Paris  which  received  them.  The 
city  was  In  full  mourning,  and  very  lit- 
tle business  was  being  done,  the  only 
people  on  the  hustle  being*  the  soldiers 
hurrying  to  the  war.  and  the  tourlsta 
hurrying  to  get  away   from  It. 

The  guides  with  the  party  atuok  to 
them  faithfully,  and  piloted  them 
safely  through  the  confusion,  and  Lon- 
don waa  aafely  reached.  On  Heptembrr 
9  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hopklna  will  sail  for 
Victoria,  where  they  will  make  Ifcejf 
permanent  home. 


RIGHT  IS  DOUBTFUL 


City  Seeks  Legal  Opinion  as 
to  How  Far  Railway  Com- 
pany Can  Claim  Exemption 
From  Rates. 


The  refusal  of  tlic  Canadian  North- 
ern Pacific  Railway  Company  to  pay 
local  improvement  assessrncnta  levied 
agalnat  lots  B.  ».  10.  11  and  12.  Burn- 
sld«  Road,  between  Douglas  Street  and 
Washington  Avenu*".  occasioned  much 
argument  at  last  night's  session  of  the 
City  Council.  City  Solicitor  Robertson 
gave  it  aa  hia  opinion  that  if  the 
property  was  uaed  aa  any  portion  <>r 
the  company's  railway  the  company 
could  claim  exemption  under 
authority  of  the  Legislature,  which 
exempted  the  company's  holdings  where 
used  for  railway  purposes  until  July 
1,  1921. 

Alderman  Todd  asked  how  the  act 
would^  operate  If  the  company  should 
purchase  property  which  had  b«.en  regu- 
larly  assessed  tor  local  lmpiov.  ru.  in 
works.  Would  the  company  be  entitled 
to  claim  exemption  for  the  atntutary 
term?  In  auch  a  SIM  the  city  ml»-ht 
be  put  to  a  great  loss  by  being  un.ihli 
to  collect  the  annual  assessments  on 
property  which,  when  the  improvement 
b>-law  wus  passed,  waa  liable  to  as- 
sessment. He  cited  the  suppositious 
cgae  of  the  company  purchasing  a 
large  amount  of  land  on  l>oughis  Street, 
on  which  thoroughfare  an  expensive 
local  Improvement  work  had  been  car- 
ried through  and  assessment  for  which 
waa  now  being  ina.le.  If  the  company 
would  then  be  exempt  from  the  aaseaa- 
nieuts,  the  city  would  be  put  to  a 
heavy  loss.  He  doubted  If  such  a  con- 
dition of  affairs  was  ever  contemplated 
when  the  exemption  wus  granted  by  tne 
Legislature  or  that  the  Legislature 
could  give  such  a  power  of  exemption. 
Local  improvement  taxes  .Were,  like  a 
mortgage,  rt  clung."  against  the  land 
benefitted,  and  It  would  be  most  unfair 
to  permit  such  a  charge  In  favor  of 
the  elty  to  be  set  aside. 

In  the  caae,  with  regard  to  which 
the  solicitor  gave  his  "|.ini..i>.  thla 
point  raised  by  Al.lermun  Todd  did  not 
appear,  but  In  view  or  the  possibility 
of  Ita  coming  up  at  some  future  date, 
the  Council  deemed  It  wlae  to  becurv 
a  further  opinion.  This  will  be  aub- 
mittcd  by  the  solicitor  at  the  next 
session  of  the  Council. 

While  the  Council  recently  decided, 
in  view  of  the  opposition  on  the  part 
of  some  of  the  ownera,  not  to  proceed 
with  the  work  of  paving  Davie  Street 
and,  Instead,  substituted  Duchess  Street, 
the  promised  opposition  or  ownera  ou 
the  latter  thoroughfare  to  any  Im- 
provement work  being  done  thla  year 
leavea  the  Council  In  a  peculiar  posi- 
tion. It  was  decided  to  Initiate  the 
imrhi-a*  Street  Improvement  work  In  or- 
der  that  the  requisite  yardage  might 
he  available  for  the  I'anmllan  Mineral 
Rubber  Company  under  the  agreement 
made  early  this  year.  But  ownera  on 
that  street  have  petitioned  against  the 
work.  Whether  thla  petition  la  auffl- 
dent  la  a  question  w'.dch  will  be  de- 
cided at  a  meeting  of  the  itoard  called 
(0>  this  afternoon  at  |  o'clock.

"During  the  paat  few  daya  the  Can- 
adian Patriotic  Fund  has  been  duly  or- 
ganised. A  strong  executive,  represent- 
ing the  whole  Dominion,  has  been  ap- 
pointed and  a  centrah.  bureau  estab- 
lished at  Ottawa.  I  \slncereiy  hope 
that  In  every  elty  and  town  throughout 
the  Dominion  branches  of  this  organisa- 
tion may  be  formed,  full  particulars  of 
which  can  be  had  by  addressing  the 
honorary  secretary,  Mr.  H.  B.  Ames, 
M.  P..  Ottawa.  By  co-ordinating  and 
harmonising  benevolent  efforts  In  this 
way,  the  danger  of  overlapping  on  the 
one  hand,  or  negWtlng  deserving  com- 
munlttes  on  the  other  hand,  may  be 
met  and  overcome.  I  am  convinced  that 
all  Canadian  hearts  will  go  out  to  their 
brave  fellow  eltlsens  who  have  gone  to 
the  front.  A  prompt  and  hearty  re- 
sponse to  this  appeal  will  put  nil 
anxiety  at  real  about  those  near  and 
dear  to  them,  and  will  also  afford  to 
those  who  cannot  go  an  opportunity  of 
doing  their  duty  to  Canada  and  the 
Kn.plre.

The  Hon.  W.  gV  Ross.  Minister  of 
Lands.  Is  Just  In  receipt  of  e  copy  of 
one  of  the  leading  lumber  trade  papers 
of  London,  of  August  12.  which  Is  high- 
ly optimistic  relative  to  the  outlook  for 
the  lumber  trade  of  Western  America. 
It  forecasts  the  vast  lumber  needs  of 
the  British  Government  arising  out  of 
the  war,  and  declares  that  exportation 
of  forest  products  haa  been  prohibited 
In  Russia.  This  la  taken  to  mean  that, 
as  soon  as  the  matter  of  exchange  la 
M.M He. i.  the  lumber  business  on  thla 
Coast  Is  due  for  a  great  revival. 

A  survey  of  the  general  situation  by 
the  officials  of  the  Forest  Branch  or  tho 
Provincial  Government  suggests  that 
the  outlook  Is  «a*tly  Improved  over 
what  Is  was  aome  months  ago.  Mexico 
la  held  to  be  the  natural  market  for  the 
mills  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  Much 
destruction  waa  wrought  by  the  revolu- 
tion, but  permanent  peace  seems  to 
hev*  been  now  secured,  and  with  peace 
will  come  reconstruction.  As  s  matter 
of  fact.  Mexico  ought  to  be  In  the 
market  now  Tor  more  lumber  then  ever.

In  Cuba,  which  uses  3Se.0O0.O90  feet  of 
lumber  annually.  In  South  America,  the 
lumberman  Is  brought  Into  competition 
wlh  Norway  and  Sweden.  Their  pro- 
duct will  he  almrxat  entirely  pheorbed  by 
Kurupe.  end  this  will  open  a  new 
market  fur  the  mills  of  this  Coast,

Hheep 
and  goats  arc  the  chief  animals  bred 
for  comim-icc.  ihe  mountain  slopes 
being  well  adapted  Is*  their  mainten- 
ance. The  mineral  Industry  is  large 
and  is  chiefly  In  the  hands  or  the 
Go\ eminent.

afforded  by  the  White  Sea.  which  opens 
Into  the  Arctic  Ocean  and  is  closed  for 
more  than  hair  the  year.  At  that 
time  Itussla  did  not  extend  to  the 
Black  Hea  or  even  to  the  Sea  or  Azof, 
which,  as  our  interrogator  doubtless 
knows,  Is  a  great  arm  or  thj  Black 
Sea.  Peter  th.  Great  at  one  time 
a-.piired  territory  reaching  to  the  Azof, 
but  was  unable  to  hold  It.  His  object 
In  building  the  city  called  Bjftag  him. 
ami  which  we  are  now  to  know  as 
P.'trograd,  was  to  secure  a  new  way 
to  th.  West.  This  wsy  Js  not  Ice- 
free,  for  the  resson  that  the  Baltic  Is 
shallow  and  receive*  a  great  quantity 
of  fresh  water.  Sometimes  ll  freexes 
over  wholly,  but  us  a  rule  the  impedi- 
ment to  navigation  In  the  Winter  Is 
due  !■•  flouting  ice.  which  Alls  the  buys 
along  the  shore.  The  Gulf  of  Finland, 
a  short  distance  from  the  head  of 
which  Petrograd  stands,  always  freetes, 
but  In  some  Winters  the  Gulf  of  Riga, 
w  Inch  is  further  south,  keeps  open. 
On  the  Black  Sea  Russia  has  the  port 
of  Odessa,  which  is  open  practlcully 
all  Ihe  year  round.  For  a  few  days 
In  each  Winter  the  harbor  Is  covered 
with  be.  but  rarely  for  more  thsn  a 
fortnlRht,  and  doubtless  It  could  be 
K .  i . t  op- it  all  the  year  round  by  Ice- 
bicukcrs.  if  necessity  were  felt  for  ll. 
Answering  the  question  specifically,  we 
do  not  know  that  it  has  bean  the  policy 
of  Oieui  Britain  lo  keep  Russia  rrom 
having  an  tc.\free  port. 

In  view  of\ifls  answer,  the  second 
question  becomes  needless,  but  evl- 
di  nth  our  Interrogator  has  in  his  mind 
tho  Ksstern  Question,  which  has  been 
tluir.  d.  Iln.  d  Who  shall  o«eup>  Con- 
stantinople.' This  has  been  a  very  live 
Issue  for  many  yours.  There  Is  a^ 
I-.geiid  that.  In  accordance  with  the 
will  of  Peter  the  Great,  the  great  ob- 
ject of  Russian  effort  haa  fur  nearly 
two  centuries  oeen  the  occupation  of 
Constantinople,  but  there  la  no  record 
of  uny  attempt  on  the  part  of  Peter  to 
iBlBtMMI  -u>  auch  duty  upon  his  suc- 
cessors. It  aa*  been  the  policy  of 
Western  ■uropean  nations  to  keep  the 
Mardanelles  In  the  hands  of  a  second- 
ratf.  power,  jn.l  III  Mil  a  treaty  whs 
drawn  up  whereby  It  was  provided  that 
no  warship  should  be  permitted  to  pass 
this  strait  without  the  permission  of 
Turkey,  and  no  marchant  ship  may  pass 
a  certain  point  In  the  strait  except 
during  the  day.  All  the  merehsnt  ves- 
sels of  ihe  world  are  free  to  use  the 
strait  under  ths  above-  condition.  Rua- 
sla  hsa,  therefore,  what  Is  practically 
an  Ice-free  port  available  for  commerce. 
Another  great  port  on  the  Black  ffea 
la  Baton m  1 1  la  much  used  by  Rus- 
sian commerce,  hut  belongs  to  Turkey. 

The  object  of  the  Power*  In  Beeping 
Cone  tan  tinopte  out  of  the  handa  of 
Russia  haa  not  been  for  commercial 
reasons,  but  only  because  It  has  not 
been  deemed  expedient,  for  reaaona  nt 
siateamanenlp.  to  permit  the  Black  8<a

living    Is  much  chesper. 

I  or  Instance,  broilers  quoted  In  Tho 
(  olonlst  at  41.  rents  per  pound  can 
here  be  obtained  for  14  cents,  and  »uch 
fruit  aa  pluma  are  lying  rotting  on  the 
ground,  the  price  being  too  low  to  pay 
for  selling  them.  Firewood  can  be  ob- 
u I ned  for  nothing,  and  lu  many  places, 
especially  among  the  Ouir  Islands, 
where  there  la  ample  water  Homage, 
flan  or  all  kinds,  oraba,  clams,  etc  ,  can 
be  had  ror  the  trouble  or  getting  them. 

Would  It  not,  then,  be  a  patrlotlo 
BAd  thoughtful  act  for  landowners  In 
the  country  '  districts  to  offer  free 
camping  sites  for  such  persons,  or 
even  erect  smsll  houses  ror  their  ac- 
commodation? I.  ror  one.  would  orrer 
to  suitable  persons  waterHont  camping 
sites  Hee  ror  the  Winter,  or  might 
•ven  erect  a  smsll  Summer  cottage  or 
two.  We  ought  all  to  do  whatever  we 
can  for  one  another  in  such  times,  and 
aa  I  am  past  the  age  when  r  could  be 
accepted  ror  active  service  under  pres- 
ent conditions,  I  am  anxious  to  do 
what  little  I  can.  In  this  I  am  only 
one  or  the  many,  and  I  make  this  sug- 
gestion, trusting  many  others  will  do 
likewise,  If  ihe  Idea  appeals  to  city 
residences. 

I  believe  this  Idea  would  benefit 
largely  the  country  districts,  provided 
the  incomers  were  selected  with  care 
so  ss  to  secure  those  who  would  prove 
pleasant  neighbors.  This,  of  course.  Is 
In  line  with  the  "bsck  to  the  lsnd" 
policy  you  have  advocated,  but  might 
appeal  to  those  who  have  no  gardening 
proclMtles.

•  1  agree  with  the  Prime  Minister  at 
this  time,  and  1  hope  ha  will  never  daft* 
agree  again  with  me." 

The  remark  provoked  prolonged 
laughter.  Miss  Pankhurst  commended 
the  men  who  volunteered  In  the  ranks 
and  their  officers  and  pledged  them  the 
undivided  support  of  the  militant  wo- 
men.

Belgium  stands.

LONDON.  Sept.  »  -Captain  McPeace, 
of  the  Hrltlsh  steamer  Kitliwra,  which 
was  sunk  by  the  Kaiser  WilfiTrm  der 
QTaate,  admits  la  an  Interview  today 
that  the  Hrltlsh  miia.-r  Highflyer  sunk 
the  Kaiser  Wllhelm  der  Grosse  In  neu- 
tral waters,  namely  within  the  coastal 
limit  of  Rio  Ort->.  flgaslag  territory  on 
the  west  coast  of  Africa.  He  added: 
"Remember  that  the  Kaiser  Wllhelm 
had  been  ordered  by  the  Spanish  au- 
IhoTtMea  out  of  Las  l'almss,  and  had 
refused  to  budge  for  nine  days.  This, 
In  Itself,  Is  an  International  offense. 
Therefore,  I  contend  thut  we  were  right 
in  sinking  her." 

This  is  the  first  news  of  the  Kal- 
para.  It  was  one  of  the  merchantman 
captured  and  sunk  by  the  German 
liner.

A   School   for  Salesgirls 

In  a  city  where  a  larxe  proportion  of 
working  women  are  employed  In  selling 
goods,  any  account  of  an  attempt  to 
raise  the  gtnndnrt  Of  Intelligence  ami 
OfWot— Cy  among  saleswomen  Is  Inter- 
esting 

t'ntll  recently  the  practice  obtained 
almost  tV*rTWkofg  gf  taking  girls  of 
mnkgrt  education  Into  the  departm.  nt 
stores.  A  pretty  face  xnd  attractive 
manner  were  looked  upon  as  Important 
hy  some  employers.  In  almost  every  case 
thf  s  Ir  I  began  on  low  wag<°s.  She  pOe> 
s.  *s«-ii  at  first  few  ouallfSoOttOne  which 
would  Justify  an  employer  in  paying* 
her  well  Perhaps  this  would  not  have 
mattered  greatly  ir  she  had  been  care- 
fully trained  In  the  store.  There  Is 
little  doubt  that  some  employers  had 
their  work  OB  organised  that  this  wn 
done.  Kiit.  as  a  rule,  the  girl  bad  to 
pick  up  knowledge  as  she  could,  and 
very  often  her  advancement  was  pain 
fully  slow.  The  result  was  a  great 
iM-.ly   of   womerV  shamefully  underpaid. 

A  better  era  *hsa  dawned.  In  many 
places  a  minimum  wage  law  has  been 
adoy ted.  Hut  whsl  Is  more  important 
la  that  education  Is  Increasing  the  effi- 
ciency of  girls  and  that  employers  are 
rorwardlng  this  work. 

The  current  number  of  The  Vew  York 
Mtitlook  tells  us  that  th«  management 
of  Lord  ft  Taylor's  new  BtOM  In  New 
York  has  combined  with  the  Depart- 
ment Btore  Kduestlon  Association  to 
tesch  the  employees  their  business.  For 
forty-rive  minutes  at  the  beginning  of 
each  day  the  girls  are  engaged  In  phy- 
sical exercises  and  In  choral  singing. 
This  Is  done  to  Improve  their  physbnu- 
foi  It  Is  recogntxed  that  good  health  Is 
tlx-  first  re»iulslte  for  efficiency.  On« 
of  the  games  taught  Is  Indoor  hasfiiall. 
and.  to  judge  from  th«  following  para- 
graph, this  I*  not  done  without  a  pur- 
pose. 

"This  Is  not  the  rirst  attempt  to 
teach  Individual  salesgirls  how  to  sell 
their  own  specialty,  but  It  I*  the  most 
successful  effort  on  record  to  teach  th ■• 
girl  her  function  In  relation  to  the  whole 
Store,  td  mik«  each  cog  understand  its 
tclatlnn  to  the  whole  wheel,  in  short, 
to  organlxe  a  departmental  stove  like  a 
baseball  team,  each  unit  having  Its  par- 
ticular function,  but  being  reedv  In 
emergencies  to  perfofwt  the  function  of 
some  other  unit." 

In  this  big  lingerie  concern  the  girls 
are  divided  Into  four  groups.  Each 
group  goes  to  school  four  times  In 
every  three  weeks.  They  are  taught 
many  subjects  connected  with  thetr 
business,  and-  their  literary  education  Is 
•mproved. 

No  deduction  In  their  notaries  is  made 
because  gf  the  shortening  of  the  work- 
ing hours.  -On  the  contrary,  the  glrla 
are  paid  according  to  their  efficiency, 
end  we  learn  that:  "In  the  short  time 
It  has  boon  in  operation,  tht  ochool  of 
salesmanship  has  won  the  approval  of 
the  girls,  while  It  has  demonstrated  to 
all  store  managers  thai  scientific  edu- 
est  Ion  of  employees  pays  In  dollars  and 
cents  as  well  ss  In  '.neroased  contented- 
ne«s  of  employees." 

The  establishment  of  this  school  Is 
due  to  the  efforts  of  three  wealthy  end 
philanthropic  women.  Mrs.  Henry  OttOs> 
hclmer.  Miss  Vlrglnlo  Potter  and  Miss 
Anne  Morgan.  

Field  Hospitals 

Few  women,  even  among  nurses,  have 
any  clear  Idea  of  how  the  wounded  are 
cored  for  In  time  of  war.  On  August 
Mb.  four  days  after  the  outbreak  of  the 
war.  ColonH  Jones,  Director-General  of 
Army  Medical  Services  for  Cgnads.  ad- 
dressed the  Graduate  Nurses*  Association 
of  Ottawa  on  "Army  Nursing."  The 
Canadian  Nurse  publishes  a  brief  report 
of  his  address,  which  will  be  of  Interest 
to  nurses  here. 

"Active  service  work,"  he  stated,  "It 
extremely  severe  A  very  large  propor- 
tion of  regular  nurses  are  totslly  unfit, 
physically  and  mentally,  for  It."  In  ex- 
plaining th»  position  of  the  instonl 
corps  on  the  field,  the  colonel  said  that 
thO  trained  medical  officers  are  first  in 
line  behind  the  lighting  troops,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  perhaps  two  miles,  and  they 
give  first  aid.  Here  the  field  ambu- 
lance* are  used  and  there  are  no  female 
nurses.  Just  behind  the  ambulance  Is 
the  first  hospital,  known  as  the  clearing 
hospital,  and  representing  one  of  the 
units.  This  takes  In  ss  many  as  200 
patients,  but  there  ar*  no  female  nurses 
snd  there  are  no  bedt.  ^The  stationary 
hospital  Is  next,  with  t»0  beds  Rang 
there  are  nitraeg  and  modern  hospital 
equipment— one  matron  end  sixteen 
nurses  representing  two  units.  The  next 
hospltsl  In  line  has  accommodation  for 
too  beds,  and' that  number  la  often  in- 
creased to  as  many  more.  This  hospital 
will  have  one  matron  and  seventy-two 
nurses.  Then  there  Is  the  hospltsl  *hlp, 
which  has  one  matron  and  eight  nurses. 
Lnttly,  thore  It  the  ambulance  train, 
which  will  probably  have  two  nurses- 
One  hundred  and  thirtr-slx  nurses,  the 
colonol  said,  will  lie  taken  with  the  first 
contingent,  and,  of  course,  the  nurses  of 

LywJA^lW^l»g^k^ 
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the  army  medics!  corps  Will  be  given 
first  choice.  In  Canada  there  ggg  two 
training  schools  for  medical  nurses,  one 
at  Halifax,  the  other  at  Kingston.  In 
roneolion  with  the  Canadian  militia  there 
are  ninety  nurses.  They  go  to  camp 
with  the  regulars  and  thus  get  a  prac- 
tical training  In  fleld  work.  These 
nurxes  on  graduating  receive  the  title  of 
ii.  Miriam,  and  are  fee  only  nurse*  in 
the  world  to  receive  this  honor.  The 
permanent  service  nurse,  of  whom  there 
are  six  in  Canada,  receives  a  salary  of 
$1.2111  per  annum,  the  matron  receiving 
11,4  10,  An  active  service  nurse  is  paid 
fi  per  day  ami  an  army  allowance.  The 
first  uualificatlon  for  an  army  service 
nurse  is  physical  fitness,  that  she  be 
llUjtr  thirty-eight  years  of  age.  and  that 
she  he  a  graduate  In  good  standing  of  a 
Canadian  training  school.  The  Red 
Cross  lenders  aid  to  the  nurses,  but  they 
ore  not  necesssrlly  trained  nurses.

Dominion  Oovernment  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  Ami-order 
lighthouse  to  be  erected  at  Bonlla 
Point.  Hecate  Strait,  was  thr  state- 
ment made  yesterday  by  Col.  W.  P.  An- 
derson, chief  engineer  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine,  who  has  arrived  In  tto 
city  from  Ottawa  en  rout*  to  the  North- 
an  Coast  on  a  trip  of  Inspection  CoL 
Anderaon  states  that  the  construct^.* 
of  the  Bonlla  lighthouse  will  be  atar:e.l 
next  Bummer,  so  that  the  contraotora 
will  have  ample  time  to  complete  the 
structure  by  tbe  latter  part  of  next 
year,  when  the  Oovernaaent  will  have 
the  powerful  light  in  operation.  The 
site  of  the  proposed  light  on  Banks 
Island,  off  the  Mainland,  about  midway 
through  the  Hecate  Strait,  on  the  ocean 
route  to  Prince  Rupert 

With  no  regular  ocean  steamahtp 
lines  operating  to  Prince  Rupert  as  yet, 
the  need  of  this  light  Is  not  yet  ap- 
parent, but  Col.  Anderson  says  the  pol- 
icy of  the  Oovernment  la  to  build  auch 
alda  to  navigation  in  advance  In  order 
to  have  them  In  operation  by  th«  time 
they  are  required. 

Within  the  next  few  yeara  It  Is  ex- 
pected thst  there  will  be  conalderable 
deep-ae*  ahlpplng  diverted  to  Prince 
Rupert,  the  Pacific  terminal  of  the  great 
G.  T.  P.  transcontinental  line,  which 
will  make  it  neceaaary  that  the  North- 
ern coaatllne  be  well  lighted. 

The  Bonlla  lighthouse  will  be  of  a 
similar  type  to  the  one  now  In  operation 
at  Langara  laland.  tbe  uioat  northerly 
point  of  the  Queen  Charlotte  lalanda. 
and  will  be  ot  reinforced  concrete  con- 
struction and  aurmounted  by  s  power- 
ful light  capable  of  flashing  its  rays 
for  many  miles. 

Ooes  Worth  on  Quadra 

Col.  Anderson  will  leave  for  tht  North 
aboard  the  Dominion  lighthouse  tender 
Quadra  tomorrow  morning,  accompanied 
by  Capt.  Oeorge  Robertson,  agent  of 
marine.  The  party  will  proceed  as  fsr 
North  aa  Langara  Island,  and  all  the 
Important  statlona  on  the  route  will  be 
visited.

British  steamship  Olengyle.  of  over 
10.000  tona  register,  which  waa  launched 
acme  weeks  ago  from  the  Tyne  yarda  of 
Messrs.  R  *  W.  Hawthorn.  Leslie  A 
Co.  As  previously  announced  here  the 
Olengyle  Is  one  of  the  big  fleet  of 
stesmahlpa  now  under  construction  In 
Hritlah  yarda  for  the  Royal  Mail,  and 
ita  subsidiary  lines,  for  service  between 
Brltlah  porta  and  the  North  Pacific 
Cosst.  The  sister  ahlp  to  the  Olengyle. 
the  Oleneffer.  will  shortly  be  launched, 
and  the  Royal  Mall  steamships  Carmar- 
thenshire. Pembrokeshire  and  Breck- 
nockshire are  alao  under  construction 

According  to  the  advices  received  here 
tbe  Olengyle  Is  posted  to  aail  from 
M:ddlesbrough  on  October  14.  Immlng- 
ham  October  21.  and  London  Novem- 
ber «. 

The  vessel  Is  being  rushed  to  com- 
pletion, and  It  Is  not  anticipated  that 
she  will  be  delayed  In  going  on  berth 
Aa  far  aa  can  be  learned,  all  .alls  at 
Antwerp  are  abandoned  for  the  present.

SAN  FRANCISCO.  Sept.  *.— Tru-  Brit 
Ish  freight*!-  Cetrlana,  under  charter  to 
ths  Uerroan  Oovernment.  was  stripped 
of  her  wireless  by  the  Oarman  cruiser 
Leipzig  on  August  S.  off  Magdalen* 
Bay.  Lower  California,  and  her  cook,  a 
Oermsn.  and  ons  other  Oerman  reserv- 
ist were  taken  sboard  the  Lelpalg. 

Thla  wss  ths  word  brought  by  Capt. 
K  J.  Minister,  of  the  British  naval 
reserve,  oommanding  tbe  Cetrlsua. 
which  arrived  here  todgy.  The  Cetrl- 
sns  left  here  on  July  24  laden  with 
900  tons  of  coal  conalgned  to  ths  Lelp- 
alg. The  two  veaa*la  mot  In  Magdalene 
Bay  and  the  Lelpalg  was  coaled  on 
Auguat  4,  the  day  war  waa  declared. 

Not  until  sometime  later,  through 
Rear  Admiral  Howard  at  Maaatlau, 
commanding  the  American  Pacific  fleet, 
did  the  Cetrlana  learn  that  war  had 
been  declared.  Coming  North,  the  ves- 
s*l  hugged  the  three-mile  limit.

Japan,  from 
which  port  they  will  tranship  to  Vladi- 
vostok and  return  to  their  homea  by 
way  of  the  trans-Siberian  railroad.  All 
were  of  good  physique  and  many  h*d 
been  members  of  the  famous  Cossack 
regiments  which  they  hope  to  rejoin  be- 
fore the   wOJT,  la  terminated. 

Although  they  had  long  ago  discarded 
any  remnants  of  national  dress  worn 
upon  arrival  In  this  country,  the  Rus- 
alans  presented  *  picturesque  appeal  - 
ance  as  they  lined  the  decks  of  the  out- 
bound ateamer.

near  the  Shirase  lighthouse  and  shortly 
afterwards  sank  in  deep  water.  The 
captain  and  crew  were  rescued  by  the 
Japaness  steamer  Yawata  Maru  mid 
taken  to  Nagasaki. 

Some  six  years  ago  the  Olenfarg  wan 
under  charter  to  the  C.  P  it  and  mad* 
at  least  one  trip  In  the  compa.iy  a 
trsnapuclflc  service  b..iw«,  n  u„.  oi  i  i.t 
aud  this  port,  on  this  particular  occa- 
sion the  Olenfarg  ran  ashore  on  the 
Parthia  Shoal  In  Vuncouver  harbor.  She 
was  at  that  time  under  the-  command 
of  Captain  Jiulman,  nygg  this 
year  came  to  Victoria  In  command  of 
the  Olen  steamer  Oleiuo). 

Before  leaving  the  Japan  coast  be- 
hind, Captain  W.  -urVood  waa  advised 
by  the  authorities  that  11  was  clear 
on  the  Pacific,  and  that  he  could  make 
the  paasage  without  the  possibility  of 
being  molested  by  either  of  the  two 
Oerinan  cruisers  In  Padttc  waters. 

Despite  the  asaurances  given,  a  sharp 
watch  was  kept  throughout  the  trans- 
pacific paasage,  and  a  course  was  taken 
thirty  miles  to  the  north  of  the  regu- 
lar steamship  lanes.  Splendid  steaming 
time  was  maintained  by  the  ToUO*T. 
which,  under  the  direction  of  Chief 
Engineer  Brown,  made  the  trip  from 
Yokohama  In  twelv*  days  and  seven- 
teen hours  For  two  days  the  Teucer 
fail  her  way  through  dense  fogs,  but 
apart  from  thla  the  voyage  wss  made 
under  favorable  conditions. 

Detained    at  Hongkong 

First  news  of  the  war  was  received 
by  tha  officers  of  the  Teucer  while  at 
Hongkong.  The  British  station  In- 
CMS*  was  seething  with  excitement 
over  the  gr«*l  preparations  that  were 
made  to  guard  against  attack  upon  the 
declaration  of  war  being  made  known. 
For  several  days  the  Teucsr  was  de- 
tained at  Hongkong,  and  she  was  not 
permitted  to  ciear  until  It  was  officially 
given  out  that  the  Hilled  fleets  had  the 
Oerman  squadron  bottled  up  In  the 
harbor  at  Klau-Chau. 

Japan  had  declared  her  Intentions  re- 
garding Oermany  by  the  time  the 
Teucer  arrived  at  Kobe  from  Shanghai, 
and  the  last  word  received  by  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Blue  Puna*!  liner  was  that 
the  combined  naval  forces  were  bom- 
barding the  Oerman  fortified  port  of 
Tslng  Tau. 

After  clearing  Yokohama  nothing 
further  was  heard  of  the  war  develop- 
ments' until  the  vessel  wss  a  few  daya 
out  from  the  Pacific  Coaat.  when  wire- 
less messages  were  picked  up  from  the 
American  stations  reporting  the  Oer- 
man advance  on  Paris,  Everybody  was 
eager  for  news  ss  the  Teucer  came 
alongside  at  the  Outer  Ducks,  and  tre- 
mendous satisfaction  was  manifested 
when  it  waa  learned  that  the  Germans 
were  retreat  In*  from  Paris.

'  the  Teucer  that  the  Canadian  Psclttc 
liner  Empress  of  Asia  had  been  turn,  d 
out  at  Hongkong  us  a  full-fledged  com- 
merce destroyer.  She  ha*  been  equip- 
ped with  ten  4.7  guns  and  all  her  lavish 
fittings  h»ve  been  atrlpped  Trom  her  It 
was  stated  that  the  Asia  Was  cruising 
In  Oriental  watera  with  a  view  to  de- 
stroying what  Ccrman  commerce  was 
left.

The  New  Fall  Suits 

ARE  particularly  interesting,  for  there  is  such  a  wide  diversity  of 
styles — a  feature  that  all  women  will  greatly  appreciate.  The 
new  styles  are  so  different  from  the  late  season  that  nothing  short  of 
seeing  the  models  will  give  you  any  idea  of  their  beautiful  combination 
effects.
